A Story of Blood and Outrage 
Sonera. 


Juh’s Band Depredating, Murdering and Out- 
raging Women in the Sahuaripa Dis- 
‘trict—Troops in Pursuit. 


Associated Press Afternoon Dispatches.) 
Tucson, August 18.—The Siar’s spe- 
cial advices from Guaymas, Sonora, of 
the 16th inst., say word has just been 
received from Trinidad, Sonora, that 
the Apaches are depredating fearfully 
and committing frightful atrocities in 
the Sahuaripa district. A large force 
of Mexicans are in close pursuit of the 
redskins. At Taratue ranch the 
Apaches killed six men; passing La 
Mesa Pelunw they killed two; in La 
Cuchilla, two; in Arnico Hunda, four, 
and three hours afterwards attacked 
El Carriggel and killed eleven women 
and a child; first stripping the women 
and outraging them in the most brutal 
manner; they then put them to death 


by the most cruel torture. Four of 
the men of the ranch who were 
returning saw the houses on 
fire and fled. The Apaches gave 
chase; three of them took refuge 
in the rocks and were defending them 

selves when the fourth man, who es- 
caped, brought the news to Trinidad. 
A large force of citizens started at once 
to the rescue, and couriers were sent 
in all directions tu warn the settlers of 
the whereabouts of the hostiles. No 
mail riders have arrived for several 
days. Itis believed all have fallen 
victims of the Apaches. The estima- 
ted number of hostiles is two hund- 
red, commanded by Juh, the Chirica- 
huu chief, who escaped after the battle 
with General Fuero last spring. Au 

thenticated reports state that a band of 
Apaches have penetrated Alaman and 
are depredating there. General Reyes, 

with a large force in the Sahuaripa 
district, declares that he will not spare 
a buck, squaw or papoose if he again 
encounters them. 


FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL- 


The Transit of Venus to be Observed 
from Patagonia to Texas. 


WASHINGTON, August 18.—With the 
$75,000 appropriated by Congress to 
observe the transit of Venus three ex- 
peditions will be sent out. Admiral 
Rowan takes a party to Patagonia. 


Professor Newcomb has charge of a 
party that will make their observa- 
tions from the Cape of Good Hope. 
Professor Edwin Smitk, of the Coast 
Survey, goes to New Zealand and an- 
other party goes to Texas. There 
will not be another transit for 116 
years, and all nations are interésted in 
getting correct observations. An in- 
ternational meeting will be held in 
Paris next year, when the various par- 
ties will compare notes. Vice-Admiral 
Rowan’s party leaves here to-day for 
New York, from where they will sail 
soon for Europe on the United States 
steamer }rooklyn.

A meet- 
ing of creditors was held on Thursday 
ufternoon; several committees were ap- 
pointed for investigating some real es- 
tate transactions lately and for guarding 
the bank and contents until properly 
put into legal hands, and we all pray that 
may soon be.
